Summary 

1 ) A garden shrub known as Ligustrum japonicum Th. var. rotundifolium Bl., A. 
japonicum var. coriaceum^ L. coriaceum Carr, and L. Lucidum var. coriaceum DO. 
is likely to be a variety of Ligustrum japonicum Th. The oldest valid name in 
species rank may be L. coriaceum Carr, and in variety rank L. japonicum Th. var. 
rotundifolium Bl. stands first while L. japonicum var. coriaceum Bl. ex Lavalee 
in Arbor Sogrezianum (1877) p. 172 comes next. 

2 ) Beside this we have the following variety in the Japanese garden which appe¬ 
ars to me an undescribed variety. 

Ligustrum japonicum Thunberg. 
var. crassifolium nov. var. 

Syn. Ligustrum Lwahi Hisauchi MS. 

Arbuscula tota glaberrima, ramis puberulis vel minute papillosis lenticellulatis. 
Folia elliptica suborbicularia 1-5 cm. longa 1-4 cm. lata, coriacea valde crassa supra 
atro-viridia subtus dilute viridia sed in sicco brunescentia, venis leviter elavatis, 
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Utrinque ininute glandulosa (cum microscopio) apice obtusa' margine Integra saepe 
leviter convexa. Petioli crassi breves ca 5. mm. longi. ■< 

Nom. Jap. Iwaki in “ S6moku Kinydshu (1829). 

Hab. Nippon Hondo: in Tokyo cult. (Typus in Herb. Imp. Univ. T6ky6). 

Planata endemica. 

This is not common and only found cultivated. It looks like L. japonicumyar. 
rot undifolium Bl., but leaves much thicker, probably thicker than the rest of all, 
and does not curve backward as in the latter. A variegated form is illustrated 
in the S6moku-kiny6shyu published iii 1829.
